ihape again. This, fo far from inducing the Princefs to ftay^ 
only ferved to increafe her horror and difguft ; which th« 
Fairy perceiving, when ihe found no entreaties would prevail^ 
Wretch (faid ihe) receive the puniihment due to. your in- 
gratitude.*^ And, fprinkling her with fome water from^

At firft he was fomewhat embarraf^, not knowing in what 
manner to crofs it; but prefcndy recoUedUng himfelf, he pulled 
up a bundle of nifties that grew by the fide, and in a few 
hours, with great ingenuity, formed a boat large enough to 
hold two people, which quickly landed him on that fide where 
the beautiful Statue flood.

clean the IhufRe-boards. The Princefs heard them with a 
fmile, and, giving a fmall fum amongft them, pafled on ; 
but Ihc had no fooner got into the high road, than a number 
of paffengers gathered round her, crying, *^ The beaft, the 
" beaft !'* and, gazing on her with evident marks of furprife 
and contempt, fome laughed, others falutcd her with ftoncs 
and dirt, and fome few fhrugged up their ihoulders, in pity 
of her miferable condition.

done, than the enchantment vaniihed,. and ihe was rcftored 
to -her natural form and underftanding. After this the Fairy, 
bidding .her be more careful for the future, left her to 
continue her journey, accompanied by :her little deaf ;and

Miranda now no longer refofed to follow, the careful 
Dwarf; who, taking a road direiftly oppbfite to that where

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The Princefs, overjoyed to have arrived^ d6 fiifr fancJed^ 
fo nigh her journey's end, began to afcend with great vigotir;

tremely ringed, and, in many parts, almpft perjpendicukr. 
After labouring there fome time, and perteiving fhe gained 
little ground, flie fat down to reft ; and in the mean while 
to confider, whether the JD^^ was, in reality, worth the 
troubie that ibemed 10 attend the obtaming it. ^^ What (faid 
ihe to herfclf) have I to do with it?

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'* Whilft I Was in company with the good Fairy, the evil 
'^ charm, by which I was rendered deaf and dumb, did 
not take effc& ; and ihe fpoke to me, as nearly as I can 
remember, in the following words: — " I am (faid (he) 
^* the Fairy Perfeverance, renowned for the fuperiority of 
^* my IkiU in good deeds ; that old Fairy has always been 
*• my inveterate cnemy^ Her name is Delay; one of the 
•« oldeft of our Race : Whatever good I do, fhe is fure, if 
*' pofiible, to deflroy; conftandy laying in wait for all

^' I felt a juft indignation againft the wicked Delay, andi 
** fecretly wifhed to be revenged for the punifhment (he had 
•« inflidfced on me^ I therefore defired Perfcverance to en- 
*• dow me with the power of over-ruling her enchantments^ 
*' who granted my requeft, and difappeared; when I in* 
<^ ibintly became deaf and dumb^ but pofleiTed of the Gift I 
^* demanded. 

" I took up my abode in a Wood, hot far diftant from the 
** Dwelling of Delay, where I continually releafed thofe who 
** were held by her enchantment; till one day the Prince 
•' Ofymandyas, as he rode from hunting, difcovered and 
<< carried me to the Palace. His amiable manners fo at^

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The HISTORY of the FAIRY DELAY. 



<« BEFORE I enter oct ihofe partknilars, which umne* 
<' diately relate to your birth, I fhall call to mind fome events, 
^* which, ialthough at firft they may appear tnyial, are never^ 
'^ thele& of no fmall confeqiience in the narrative I am go- 
^^ ing to relate. Know then, that I am the Danghier of Idle* 
^* nefs, whofe Power you have recentfy deftroyed. Her CafUe 
^^ was formerly a Palace, and occupied by a mighty Mo- 
•* narch, the gjory of whole fame was blazoned to the moft 
*^ diftant parts ; but what added to hk Greatnefs was, that he 
owned that yery Dijiaff which the Princeis Miranda h 
now in pofleilion of. He acquired it through the affift- 
^ ance of a wife Magiciian, the inftru(£):or of' his youth, 
^' whofe name was Prudence; who, with infinite labour dK^ 
^ covered and brought it from a certain enchanted Temple«r 

^ Poi^fTed of tha^ treafure, the King ibon became one of 
^ the moft powerful Monarchs ; his Dominions ex^tended, and 
«< has Pecqple weie happy t But tbis Glory very fhortly gave 
<< place to a fcejie of perplexity and miafortmie.. it happened* 
f^ one day, as he was riding out,, that he c^covered a young 

^ Nymph, 
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** Nymph, whofe beauty fo attraiSled him, that he became 
^^ paifionately in love with her ; but, doubtlefs, it will raife 
your admiration, when I tell you it was Idlenefs, whofe 
perfonal charms made this fudden impreifion on the King : 
" Yet, incredible as to you it may feem, he was fo cn- 
^' amoured, that he prevailed with her to be his Queen. 

^^ Now perhaps it may appear ilrange, that Idlenefs, be- 
^^ ing a Fairy, ihould fo readily agree to a union with Mor* 
^' tality ; this, probably, might not have happened, had ihe 
not had deep deiigns to accompiiih. You muft know, 
that many years before, the Oracle had declared, that, 
** on a certain day, the Difiaff of Incbijlry ihould put an end 
** to her Powen— It was, therefore, no fooner brought from 
« the Temple, and in poffeflion of the King, than her 
*• breaft was filled with anxiety ; fhe confidered her power 
" as every inftant in danger of deftrudlion, and determined 
^^ to leave no Ihratagem unuried to get the Difiaff from him. 

^* Accordingly, feeing him alone, and feparated from his 
«« faithful monitor Prudence, (he thought no opportunity 
" could be more convenient to put her defign in execution. 
« To this end, ailuming an artificial beauty, Ihe threw her- 
<^ felf in his way, and had the fatisfadlion to find that her 
<^ arts were not unfuccefsful. At firft (he put an on atr of 

*^ difdain; 
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^* difdain ; till, perceiving flie had fufficlently captivated the de- 
** luded Monarch, fhe aflbred him, that there was only one 
« way by which fhe could' ever be prevailed with to confent to 
**^ fo uncommon an union ; this was, by his forgoing all claim 
« to the bijlaffof Indufiry. 









The King at firfl: objedied to the propofal ; rcprefenting to 
her, that the welfare of his People depended on his keeping it 
in his poffeifion ; but finding fhe would liften to no other terms, 
^ the infatuated mortal, overcome by the violence of his paffion, 
confented; and refigned the Diftaff to Idlenefs, who inflantly 
funk It in the Lake of SHoth^ by which they were ftanding: 
** (he then fecured it with a number of charms, and returned to 
" the habitation of her new Lord, who, enraptured with his 
*^ Bride, entirely fubmitted to her the diredlion of the Empire, 
** which fhe did not fail to render fenfibic of her power, — Fa- 
mine, Peflilence, and Difeafe, continually, by her influence, 
infefling the provinces.

" During this time, my Brother Ignorance and Myfelf were 
^ born ; but my Father foon after died, leaving the Kingdom to 
*^ the joint government of my Mother, Brother, and Myfelf. 
<« We reigned unmolefled fome years; when a mighty Giant, 
*^ named Impatience, commenced a bloody war againfl us, 
*< which continued long without fuccefs on either fide ; for the

This was agreed to, and the Ma* 
gician fent for, who propofed that a Peace fhould be con- 
cluded ; and cemented by a marriage between Myfelf and 
Impatience. This propofal was at flrft by no means re* 
** liflied; for the natural averiion wc retained to each other 
" was fo great, that it was feared fatal confequences might be

*^ manners:" Which words were fcarce uttered, when the 
Princefe, inftead.of a.' beautiful young Lady, became tranf- 
formed to a large, Ihaggy, blade Bear :— ^* Continue in that 
^* form," faid the Fairy, " beft fukcd to your difpofition, till 
*' the Rher of Good-natwce (hall reftore you again to your for- 
*^ m§r ftate," ^ Thep difappcaring, ihc left the Prlncefs lelfurc 
to repent of her folly. 

But llie at prefent was not in a ftate for refledlion ; giving 
vent to the firft tranfports of her rage, by the moft horrid

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Thus my Parents were once more bleft; and I lived ia

She looked round, in hopes o£ dlioojging fome houfe where 
ftie might pafs the night ; but, nDt^Wceiving any, was fain 
to flielter herfelf from the rain in a thick Wood, on the 
oppofite fide of the - meadow. The ftorm having fomewhat 
abated, flie attempted to regain the Right Road ; but, alas ! 
this Wood, called the Labyrinth of Error, was fo intricate, 
that, together with the darknefs of the night, rendered it

^* Fairy, difappeared : I then found myfelf in a verdant mea- 

" dow, accom^panled by the beautiful Celeftial, for fudi 

" I found flie was, who fpoke to me in thefe words, 

•** The Fates,*' faid fhe, ** have permitted you *to be a witnefs 

-** to fome fecrets, whereby the Vindi6live arc governed. I 

•* am Juflicc, one of the fuperior Deities : The name of that 

old Fairy is Revenge:; ihe has endeavoured to fruftrate my 

dcfigns, by tranfmitting a part of her povver to that Rod 

you now hold in your band; by which means ihe imagines 

that Mankind will fliU groan under the -weight of her de- 

" ftruiSUve art :"' ^' But,"' continued Juftice, *^ I will in paVt 

" defeat the Evil of her intention/* She then took the Rod 

^* from my hand, and having touched it with her Spear, called 

** it the Rod cf Retrikufion; and returned it with thefe 

" words, *• Revenge be far from thee; abufe not my dele- 

^* gated Power, but pvuaiSh Vice, and reward Virtue/' She 

^* then, with a foaiic of Righteous dignity, taking me by the 

H 2 hand, 
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** liand. Lid qie return to my habitation in peaeej and, 
mounting the radiant Chariot I had before feen, was in- 
ftantly or.t of fight; The air was mild and temperate, as 

•* before. 






** I travelled on till I came to the head of a Rfver, whofe 
** winding current conducted me back to my heme. I im- 
*' mediately entered my Cavern, poffeffed of the JRod of Re^ 
•* tribution, and adhered ftridlly to the injunAion of Juflice, 
*' I called forth its evil properties to chaflife Vice ; and its good 
*' to reward Virtue.

*• I continued in peace and tranquillity, till the fatal period 
** arrived, that Revenge, by the afliftance of a moft wicked 
^* confederate, employed her art to the utmoft, in order to 
" force me to forego the Rod of Retribution , but in vain; 
** till one day, being in an indolent frame of mind, a beau- 
** tiful figure, whom I imagined to be Juftice, entered my 
" habitation, and, with eafe, perfuaded me to relinquilh it: 
*' As I gave it into her hand, a tear. of apprehenfion gufhed 
** from my eye ; but I treated it as the eflFufion of a weak 
'^ mind. I had no fooner parted with this treafure, than 
•• another Female, far fuperior in graceful dignity to the for- 
'' mer, flood before me: She told me that I had, by my

** good properties, and left the evil alone remaining; with 
•* which ihe would ftill continue to fcourge Mankind : She 
** then prefertted ipe with a Wand, telling me it was en- 
** dowed with the powerful blefling of conferring folely good; 
^* and comniandcd me to ufe it in defence of the Innocent and 
** Unprotefted : After this fhe difappeared ; informing me 
** that (he was Mercy, one of theCeleitial Vifitors. It was 
** by ihe power of this Wand that I rendered myfelf in* 
^* vifible, and dlfcovered Revenge deliver the dangerous 
" Rod to you, which is now entirely Gifted by her diabolical 
** Art : She is acquainted that you are in purfuit of the Mantis 
** of Meeknefs ; and is fenfible that the powerful Rod will 
** moft probably fruftrate your attempts to obtain it,**

Bonnetta travelled many days without meeting with any 
adventure worth notice, till, on a fudden, flie felt feverat 
parts of her body pierx:ed by a i^ower of Darts, which 
iflued from a thick Foreft by which fhe was paffing; 
equally farprifed and terrified, (he endeavoured to efcapc 
by the fwiftnefs of her feet, but in vain, -for the darts ftill 
purfued her with equal rapidity.

*^ which! miMJe' never td ufarry without the confent of my 
** Parents."^ : Avarice xe^iljf cqnfented ; and Orinda was left 
to amufe herfelf as Ihe thought fit.

The remainder of the day was fpent in the higheft flrain 
of mirth and feftivity, the Princefs becoming more and more 
pleafed with Extravagance, and his Favourite, Luxury, whofe 

« 

indefatigable attention prevented even her wifhes, by procur- 
ing every thing in the greatefl profufion : All went on very 
plcafantly till the evening, when, as they were fitting at a 

fplendid 
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fplendid fupper, the Princefs beheld, to her utter amazement, 
the Faces of Luxury and her intended Bridegroom gradually 
transformed into thofe of Swine. The fhock was fo violent 
that fhe fwooned: The two old Females, who 'never once 
fufpecfted the caufe of her diforder, (as they frequently, in the 
evening, were affliAed with a dimnefs in their fight, which 
rendered them perfeAly infenfible to the other's deformity) 
contrived to remove the Princefs into a proper apartment;

an enormous Serpent : Words cannot paint what I felt at this 
inomeflt ; I wa« totally ' wild with griel^ ^n<f ^ dafting. into a 
wood, fixing every living crefature in, Tiky way; aiid at laft 
caft my Sting into thte foot. of z Perfon who fat reclined be- 
i^eath a tree*

The PerfooT ftarted, arid I looked up; but fuperior raifery 
crowded on^me^ when I perceived it to be our de^r bene- 
feiftrefs the. Fairy Benigna. .1 flopped ihort, and, in a^Jp- 
ftant, from the utmoft favajrcnefs^ became fixed in a ftate of 
ftupifa6tion to the place ^ when Benigna^ looking down, with 
that fweemcfs natural to her^ Uruck me with her Wa^id, 
when I inftantly returned to my former fhape. I threw myr 
felf at her feet in the greateft agitation, and attempted to em-- 
brace them; but ihe raifed me in her arms and tenderly 
carrefled me, faying, " The poignancy of your prefent fecl^ 
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ings appeafes for thofe gnilty Murmufings which havtf fo 
" lately plunged you into the full power of Rgratitude and

I had not been long' here, before I re- 
colle6led the qualities of the Wand I had juft acquired, which 
had the power of rendering the moft difagreeablc objedls in 
nature agreeable, 

1 determined now to make a trial of it, and accordingly 
waved it, when, in an inftant, the fhattered Hovel was con- 
verted^to a neat little thatched Cottage, with a comfortable fire 
blazing on the hearth ; the traAlefs Defert, to a fmall fpot of 
cuhivated land to furrourid it; and my hcftefs, whofe name 
was Poverty, no more appeared wan and meagre, but- 
plumped up to a fmiling frefh-coloured Country Lafs ; and all 
this wondeffiil change was wrought by ihe powerful JVhite 
Wand of Contentment.

This li^le hqv^e bei^g^4 to an agreeatjkt and hofpiqililc old 
Man, n^med Peace, who kindly entertained tl^am; after 
which they joine4 cpnipaay with Bonnetta, who was like- 
wife on her way ; and, in a Ihort time, arrived at the Grotto 
of Benigna, where their two fiftersi Floriila and Miranda, 
with their Knights, had entered the minute before them: 
When the firft tranfports at meeting were over, the Fairy, 
who knew by her art all that had happened, took the Prin- 
cefs Bonnetta by the hand, and introduced the ilrange Knight, 
in company with Florifia and Gentle Reproof, who was no

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Other than her favourite Knight of the Silver Shield. He was 
ftruck with her beauty, which, he thought, eclipfed that of 

the whole aflembly.

Benigna then ordered intelirgence to the Royal Parents, of 

the return of the PrincefTes, and their feverai atchievenicms ; 

alfo the merits of the Knights who accompanied them back to

•• Girdle, -which transformed her from a Bear to a white 

. u> Pigeon, iVhich, Benigna informed her, was the Cejius of 

•* Civiliiy.^ She then united their hands ; as alio thofe of the 

Prince Ofymandyas and Miranda; and Manfred and Orinda ; 

• *whltfl the Prihcefs Bonnetta was employed in difcovef ing to 

lier KAight the ihare flie bad in his adventures; all which be* 

\ ' itag adjufted, he related the latter part of them as fbltows: 
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The Sequel of the ADVENTURES of the 

Knight of the Silver Shield. 
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^^ AFTER I had departed from the Caftle of Pride, I 
** continued my way, ruminaung on the ftrange adventures 
which had there befallen me ; when prefcntly I found my- 
felf benighted in the midft of a wide Foreft. I wandered, 
*^ unknowing which path to take, till at a diiVance I per- 
" ceived the faint glimmer of a taper. I made' what fpeed I 
" could towards it, and entered a Cavern, from whence 'I 
found it proceeded ; where, by the reiie6):ioii of a ^mp 
that hung on the wall, I difcovered an aged Hermit on the 
point of expiring. He caft his eyes on me, and made 
^' figns that I fhould approach him, when he addrd^d me in 
^ thefe words : " Straiiger," faid he, " on what adventure 
foever you are bent, it is Mercy which has doubtlefs fent j 
you hither. I am Albubeca, the Hermit of the White 
Rock, whofe fame probably has reached your ear ; I have 
run my courfe, and my hour is at hand; liilen, therefore^ 
attentively to thefe my laft words : 

O 2 « Not 
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Not far from hence,** faid he, " I have . crefted a tombj 
immediately when ray breath is departed, depofit my 
'^* bo3y there, with this Rod '(whioh be ajt tjhe fame - time 
^^ put into my hands) : As yoti ihail profper, fail not this my 
laft requeft ; and, as a recompence, I will give into youf 
poffeifion, one of the moft valuable treafures. I affured 
** him I would execute what he delircd, and vowed to keep 
" my promife inviolate : He then prcfented me with a Wand, 
** which he informed me would inftantly poflefs me of 
** every wiih that tended to the advantage of myfelf or 
" others; and then, without a groan, expired*'^ 

At this narrative, the face of the Princefs Bonnetta was 
bedewed with tears, and the Knight ceafed, whilft Ihe paid 
this tribute to the memory of her kind protedlor, the Her- 
mit of the White Rock* After which He coniinvied, 

" The Hermit was no fooner dead, than I proceeded to 
•* prove the power of the Wand he had put into my hands ; 
*' and found it endowed as he had afferted Charmed widi 
** my fuccefs, I determined to make trial' of the Rod like- 
" wife; which, I was fully perfuaded, from his earneft dc-

•^ ing any one, about noon I was accofted by an old Pilgririar 

" He pTofeire4 himfelf foUowii^ the iame twft f and> plea- 

-** fantly forfociety, offered to -accompany me. We journied 

^\ together fome timt, when xny companioa growing weary,. 

*' propofed that weJfhpuHjrepQfe ourfelves ia ^ li«le thioket;, 
^* and, in order to paJ&.thje time, jelate to each other pur ad-

f^ veatuce. To this J readily confentcd, . and b^iffg feated be- 

.";gan firft, by recounting wl^it Iwppened to ,nw ;ia the Caftle 

.// / of ^Pride J , iiot forgetting the ^pumftance (if the Ring, 

*\wi^h.ftiU:remaixied cm flijr\ftngpx; and. eoncJMiijg with 
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'"^ my remarkable adventure in the Cave of the Hermit of the 
'' White Rock. 



** When I had ended, my companion entreated that I 
" would fuffer him to examine the Ring I brought from the 
" Giant's CafUe. Sufpefting no evil intention, I pulled it from 

« 

** my finger, and put it on that of the Pilgrim ; but what was 
" my furprife, when he refufed to return it ; remarking, that 
" as he exifted by appearances only, the Ring of Humiiity 
*^ might be of much ufe to him: At firfti imagined he jefted; 
" I ftruggled with him to regain my Ring, and, unfortunately, 
" let the Wand fall from my hand, which he feized, and fled 
*' from me with incredible fwiftnefs. 
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I purfued in order to overtake him, but that being vain, 
I grew frantic with rage, and fufpended my Rod, when I 
" perceived a huge Monfter rife from the earth, led by 
" the old Fairy Revenge, whofe power would foon have de- 
** ftroyed cities and villages without number ; and it was with 
difficulty I faved myfelf from the dreadful Devourer, and 
its companion, from whom I was at that time refcued : For 
on a fudden the Monfler difappeared, and a beautiful Wo- 
** man ftood before me, who told me that her name was 
" Juftice. •' You are jiiftly punifhed,'* fatd fhe, taking the 

*• Rod 
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^ Rod from my hand, " you have grafped at power you 
" were incapable of commanding, and by that nieans have 
*' loft the bleifing you might have poflefled with honour and 
*^ fecurity : By exercifing the Rod, which by Revenge is en- 
** dowed, you have forfeited the Wand, put by Mercy into 
<^ the hand of Albubeca. *^ 111,*' faid fhe, looking towards 
** heaven, " is the Rod of Retribution, fitted to the hand of a 
**' mortal ; it is a Scepter which unerring Juftice alone Ihould 
*• wield/* Saying this, Ihe vaniflied in a radiant cloud ; and 
•* conveyed the fatal Rod for ever from my fight. 

** I ftroUed along refleiSling on my folly, when perceiving 
<< a Boat which belonged to fome Fifhermen, I entered, 
^* with an intent to abandon a land, the fight of which filled 
** my foul with remorfe ; but had not failed far, before I was 

caft upon a rocl^, where . an old Fairy appeared ; and the 

horror of her figure made fuch an imprefilion on my ima- 
^* gination, that I think I iliall never forget: ,Whcn fliq 

told me, though I might not recolIe(ft, that her name was 

in * ■ 

Revenge; and afliired me, that if I would fpbniit myfelf 
to her government, notwithftanding Juftice had deprived 
*• ixit of the Rod, (he would beftow on me equal Power 
•* with herfelf; a power fo malignant my foul then abhorred; 
V but (he prevailed by her an fo far, as to drag me to an 
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^^ enchanted torrent, m which (he' plunged me : I have finco 
** heard it is jhe Torrent of Fury; I was carried, by the 
f^ force of the current, a confiderable way frojn thfe abode of 
^^ Revenge, when a late bofoiji friend^ Gende Reproof, who 
^^ was riding for the air at fome diftance fa^ me firqggUng 
'* in the current ; and, anxious to preferve me from danger, 
*' held out his hand to affift me; but my brain being ib 
'^ greatly inflamed by only tailing the waters of Fi}ry, that I 
'^ dared him to a combat; and mod probably fhbuld have 
** furniihed myfeif with a load of guilt .and iriifery for ever, 
** by deftroying him, had not the amiable Princefs Florifla 
« interpofed, and, by the valuable liquor of Qwd^nature, 
*< reftored the ufe of my fcnfes •/' Here the Prince ceafcd, 
and Florifla was juft going to exprefs her thanks to Benigna, 
for the valuable blefliag fhe had endowed her with^ when a 
meflengor arrived from the King, her Father, to inform the 
PrinceflTes that his fubjcAs, wearied with the fangiiine cruehies 
of the conquering Prince, had moft affedlipnaliely petitioned 
his return to the government of his kingdom; and that be 
fully approved of the princely Knights they had chofe* 

After this happy news, Benignft, looki^ig with a fmil? of 
aiFe6lioii and pleafure oa tbi company, 9/id Wjivii^ her 
Wand, they wene inftantly tranfported tp a tfemiple that totally

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€clipfed every thing the Princefles had before feen in theJr 
travels; over the entrance was written, in golden letters^ oa 
a white fcroU, ^* The Temple of Virtue." 

** You are now my children," faid Benigna, ** going to re- 
" ccive the reward due to your toils and virtue ;" but fhe had 
Icarce time to pronounce thefe words, before a beautiful Figure 
defcended, whom the Princefs Bonnetta and the Knight of 
the Silver Shield knew to be Juftice : She was encircled with ft 
radiance that illumined the whole Temple ; and, having ad- 
vanced to Benigna, thus addrefled her, " You are on the

'' doomed to undergo that puniihment the nature of tkeir 

crimes (hall require.^* . • 
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After this (lie difappeared, and returned to her a^^rnap 
abode, the Celeftial Illand : She was no fooner gone than Be- 
nigna waved her Wand, and the good King and Qtieen ap- 
peared; whofe happinefs it is impoffible to dcfcribe, when, 
they firft beheld their long-abfent children ; and after moft af- 
feftbnately embracing each other, the guardian Fairy fum- 
moncd the refpedlive Parents of the princely Knights,, that they 
might all partake of the pleafure of feeing their children re- 
ceive the reward acquired by their virtues y who all arranged: 
themfelves in order. 

When Benigna, feating herfelf on a throne of ivory, fnm- 
moned the Princefs Clementina, who was in pofleffion of the* 
Spear of Truth; and feating her on her right hand, waved the 
Rod of Retribution. The Temple was prefently filled with all 
ranks and degrees of Fairies, good and evil; for the good 
were likewife draWn hither to fee the evil puniihed* 

Benigna then proceeded to give hearing to the feveral 
Caufes now before her. The firft that appeared was a 
moft hideous phantom, which ftruck terror through the whole 
Aflembly, whom the Princefs Clementina recollefted to be no 
ether than the fpeftre.

** the caufe of Virtue." This fpeech raifbd the curiofiiy of 
the whole ailembly ; and with the permiffiaa of Benigna he 
related his hiftory as follows:

«^ Y O U rauft tincfcrftand, Madam," faid the Spaftre 
that Femak (poinung to 111 Fame) and myfeif, are Bro- 
ither and Sfter, the offepring of aa Enchantcefs, named 
'^^ Sin, wFk) has, for many ages, reiided in a deep gloomy 
** Vale, where fhe has ^ereifted a large Manfion, and decxv- 
'« rated It with many alluring devices, to attraft the unwary 
** Traveller : Our Mother is by nature ugly, I muft confefs ; 
" and, did ftie not by her Magic affume a falfe appearance, 
" every one would fly with horror and diiguft from her ; but 
'* fuch is her power, that ihe generally contrives to caft a 
<* mafk over her outward form, . by which nieans Ibe fre- 
" qiiently captivates the fenfes of thofe who fubmit them- 
*^ felves to her dominion. 

** Sin lived many years triumphant in her habitation, which 
«« was continually filling with company, and herfelf fecure, 
'« as Ae thought, from controul; till, unfortunately, fhe o-ot 
•* acquainted with Shame, who, after much importunity, at 
•« length perfuaded her to inarry him. From that time my 
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Mother perceived her empire gradually decreafed ; and that 
company did not flock quite fo much to her habitation as 
before; for my Father had fomething fo forbidding in his 
countenance and manners^ as by no means to ingratiate 
himfelf with the guefts of my Mother, 






*^ However, all went on amicably till the year after, when 
" my Mother was delivered of twins ;— Myfelf, whom (he 
** called Evil Confcience,— and my Sifter, who was named Hi 
Fame: But inftead of this event producing joy, it was 
quite otherwife, for we were both fo extremely deformed, 
" as to terrify even our natural Parents. My Mother en- 
** deavoured, by her great fkill in magic, to conceal our de- 
^* formity; but, alas ! to no purpofe, for we every day dif- 
•* covered it more and more ; and became withal fo fpitefuU 
** that many were fearful of approaching us, even when 
** mere infants, 

'•^ My Sifter, indeed, was much bolder, and poffeffed 
«* more ilrength of body than myfelf; and would openly fly 
*• in the faces of our guefts, and disfigure them in a moft 
*« horrible manner .with her nails ; but though I did not pro- 
*^ ceed to fuch open violence, I was not lefs fpiteful : It was 
** my conftant delight and employment to fteal, imper- 
<«.ceived, behind the chairs^ of our guefts, and divert myfelf 

•^ by 
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^ by running thoras into thejr iidpi, dien, burfting into a ftc 
*^ of laughter at the agonies I had occafioned. In this 
^' manner as we grow in years we omtinued to grow in 
^ 4^ueldes i and, bf degrees, drove many, who had not been 
long ufed to our tyranny, from the plju:e of our abode, to 
the great diflatisfadlion of my Mother, whofe ftudy it was 
^' CO increafe her acquaintance as much as poffible. Buc 
^^ though this fport gave offence to her, it was matter of high 
*^ entertainment to two Hags, who were conftant vifitors at 
'' our Maniion, viz. £nvy, and her bofom friend the Black 
^* Fairy Malice : They were bodi extravagantly fond of my 
" Sifter III Fame ; and now that flie was grown to maturity, 
*' determined to endow her with a gift by which ftie might 
^' give fuli fcope to the natural rancour of her difpofition, 
^^ which it was their bufinefs always to encourage. 

*' This was the power of transforming whatever Ihe fliould 
^^ think proper into the moft hideous form, — Bears, Wolves, 
^' Tygers, &c. nor did {he fail to make fuch conftant ufe of 
^' the gift, that in a litde time our Manfion was fo thinned of 
^* its guefts, that my Mother, finding no remonftrances would 
*^ prevail, at length, quite enraged, turned us both out of 
doors; We were now left to provide for ourfelves; and 
were afcending the fumnut of the vale where my Mother's 
<* abode ftood^ when we were flopped by Juftice, who, well 

*^ knowing 
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•• knowing the rtriferics wer IKoald occarfion, werfc we Irft un* 
*' retrained to torment the world at krge, com]^lled us to 
^ pradlife our diatx)lical arts an the wicked alonci; ever re- 
^ maining the conflarit attendants on HI deeds : She then dif- 
** appeared, after allowing me the power of affTuming any 
" H^ape I pleafed, to chaftife Vice, Numberlefs adventures 
•* have I met with, too tedious t?o relate; ever chaftifing; 
•* in the form of the injured party,. 

•• I remember I once got into the houfe of the Maglcia* 
•* Avarice, whorti I tormented in various forms ;. fometime^ 
** by placing the llvades of injured widows and orphans be-^ 
^* fore his eyes, with diftreffcd relations, and otJicr worthy 
•* objefts of charity : Frequently he fhut hinrfelf up, and en- 
^ dieavourcd to barricade me out with bars of iron, but to no- 
•* purpofe ; I was his conftant tormentor, till the Magnet of 
•* true Generojjty was found, which entirely deftroyed him 
•« and his Brother Extravagance, who was likewife frequently 
** under my chaftifement. In fhort, there is not any of the 
^* vicious train with whom- 1 have not been intimately ac- 
** quainted,-*-Pride, Malice^ Envy, and Ingratitude; and 
** others too numerous to relate, and whom, though reluo- 
•* tantly, as they being fuch very old and coffftant^com- 
^ panions, yet anct I now rd^y to skxu^ as fwcttii? enemies 

s « to 
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** to the caufe of Virtue. My laft refidence was with Falfc- 
" hood, where I continued till drawn with my Sifter hither 
•« by the Rod of Ju/iice. Thus you fee, Madam, though the 
** offspring of Sin, Heaven has ordained us the fcourge of our 
" Parents, with whom alone our being can end." 

Here the 8pe(5lre finifhed; and Benigna commanded 111 
Fame to relate her adventures ; but fhe excufed herfelf, fayr 
ing, that they bore fuch a fimilarity to thofe of her Brother, 
that it would be only repetition: She owned, however, 
that fhe was not always confined to attend on ill deeds 
alone, as her Friends Envy and Malice could fometimes, 
by their magic, counteraft the decree of Juftice, by which 
means fhe was frequently left at liberty to exercife her art 
on the innocent for a certain time; but that Jufiice never 
failed in the end to overrule the magic of Envy and Ma- 
lice. She ended with affuring Benigna, that although fhe 
fometimes chaflifed the innocent in lieu of the guilt)% yet 
file had certainly been more inflrumental in fuppreffing 
Vice, than her Brother; as her art fVamped deformity on 
the outward form; to the truth of which the Princefs Flo- 
riffa could witnefs, and by which the world was made ac- 
quainted with the nature of their crimes ; while Evil Con- 
fcience feldom made ufe of his art but to chafiife in private, 
which was not near fo cffedlual.

The litde Maoi ,called cP.^lfe Hope came laft, who aJUure* 
the Princcfe Matilda io th*:ihevvs pf ^eafvvre in the . Floating 
Illand of Difappoimment* He rnftde ffiany fpecious pretences 
to vindicate his condu<ft, but in vain ; and Benigna pafled fen- 
teoce on-ihe ^cral culfiait^ a^- &)llp(W6 ; .. . 
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She fentenced Impatifence and Delay, well knowing the in- 
veterate hatred they bore each other, to be bound clofely 
together, till Impatience had quickened Delay, and Delay 
moderated Impatience ; — thefe were delivered to the care of 
the Hermit Repentance, 

^' It is neceffary/' faid Ihe to Pride and Vanity, " that 
" you fhouid be parted, fince each feeds the follies of the

Envy was prefented with a looking-glafs, which fhe was

Luxury, who in general was treated with contempt after 
the deftrudion of Eictravagance, was ordained to fpend his 
days among fwine, as bed fuited to his nature and difpo- 
iition. 

Few now remained to be difpofed of, but they required fome 
confideration ; amongft thefe were Flattery, Vanity, and Faife 
Hope : Their crimes did not feem of that magnitiKk to merit 
the Den of Defpair ; and they were too dangerous to be fet at 
large amongft mortals. The Fairy, therefore, after a fhort 
paufe, waving her Wand, a numlyr of little Sylphs appeared 
fluttering round her, who prefently, at her command, formed
